all tho nations of western Asia, bavs tho 
most highly educated and policed taste, pe- 
culiar mental advantages and tho oldest 
civilization, have certainly attained tbo 
highest pitch of refinement in roapoct to 
pipes und tobacco. 
Tho Persian tobacco, 


£nown under tho namo of tambuku, in some- 
what different from other eorU, added to 
which the apparatus out of which it Is on- 
joyod ia decidedly dirtttront. 
Ita sevoral 


parts aro as follows: Fint ot all ia tho van- 
sel lor holding water, which is made either 
out of clay, of which tbe bout aro prepared 
at Nisvahan, or of glain, which aro im- 
ported from Russia or Bohemia, or, lastly, 
3f cocounut mounted in silver. This la»t ia 
justly accounted the most luxurious, for the 
nut is carefully, selected and 
then sot in 


silver or gold, splendidly chased, and often 
adorned with precious stones. 


Then tho headpiece to hollow; often 03 


much as a foot high, mado of bluck wood, 
sut, among the richer ela«s»8, sometimes of 
silver, and is adorned with littlo chains or 
othor ornaments. On tho top of this is set 
the pipo bowl, which is msdo eithor of cloy 


wood.
